Victoria .under the 'Stars aud sinnes.' 

The ttiUFO of Annexation bus ever 
found tow <Ji6ciple 3 outside of this city. 
There oro two reasons for this. It is 
Victoria that must be chiefly aQectod 
by tho change. Leaving entirely out 
of eight those 'relics of barbarism,' 
loyalty and patriotism, it becomes al- 
most a matter of comparative indiffejr- 
enco to tho Mainland. True, . they 
might havo to exchange judge Begbie 
for 'Judge Lynch ■> they would havo 
to pay more than doublo of what they 



do now and more than three times o 
- ' ' w would have to do under the 



what they would 
Canadian tariff, upon everything of 
foreign growth or manufacture j they 
would havo to contribute, in the form 
of stamp, income and other oppressive 
inland revenue taxes, their fall quotu 
of the crushing debt piled up by a war 
iu which they had neither »*!rt nor 
pairt ;' their country would bo flooded 
with live stock and tho various produc- 
tions of tho adjacent Territory, against 
■which protection would bo impoBeiblo ; 
they would have to enter tho 'Lohbys' 
at Washington and purchase dearly 
the smallest pit tnuce of Federal patron- 
age. Yet theso considerations, important 
as thoy are in the aggregate, dwindle 
into insigniflcanco when compnred with 
those involvod in tho case of Victoria. 
The socond reason why Annexation is 
confiued to this singlo community consists 
in tho fact that here is to bo found tho 
principal American population, the ele- 
ment out of which the party iH chiefly 
formod. Eat, taking a purely business 
vtow of tho subjeot, let oi consider a 
fsw of thoso maltors in respect of which 
Victoria will be moro affected by An, 
nexation thnn tho Mainland part of tho 
colony that is in addition to thoso al- 
ready mentioned disadvantages in which 
this community would, of oour.-e, havo 
to share, in common with tho.-o residing 
on tho contiuent, and, perhap«, in a 
bigher dtgroo, on account of accessi- 
bility and contiguity. And horo the 
Balient points have already been so well 
and forcibly prcseutod by a correspond- 
ent that little moro than amplification 
can bo expected from us. It has bocn 
well said that with Annexation all hope 
of the presence of a fleet in theso waters 
would be utterly and forever oxtin^uised. 
Let us reflect for a moment upon tho 
full import of this consideration. The 
people of Victoria have become so ac- 
customed to tho presence of iho fleet 
that probably nothing but the loss of it 
■Would enable tbcm fully to realizo the 
magnitude of its advantngos. Our cor. 
respondent has intimated that it is 
already lost; but tho assertion must 
bavo been made without duo reflection 
So far from this being tho case, thero is 
every reason for expecting that E-qui- 
mBlt will bo mere formally and perma- 
nently than ever tho uoadqunrters of the 
British Naval forco on the Pacific. 
There is certainly no reason why it sliouid 
not bo socurcd as such under Confederal 
tion. Tho moro muteriul ad vantages of 
the presence of the fleet may, with every 
rogard to moderation, be estimated at 
a million dollars a year. It would take 
considerable 'lobbying' at Washington 
to procure the annual expenditure, 
in this community of an equal amount 
of Federal gold, and oven then part of 
it would havo bi'on drawn from our own 
pockets, which is not tho case with 
British gold. Lot the merchants and 
tradospople of Victoria be deprived of the 
Naval expenditure, and ttiuy would in- 
deed have occasion to oomplaiu of 'dull 
times.' But there aro other advanta- 
ges which flow from tho presence of tho 
fleet. It gives national prestige to the 
place, tono to society, and tends to 
mako Victoria additional'y attractive 
as a place of residence. But it ia when 
the quoBtion come* to be viewod from a 
purely commercial and maritime stand- 
point that tho most serious consequen- 
ces present themselves to tho thought- 
ful mind. Assuming fur our present 
purpose that tho ' Stars and Stripes » 
wave over this cUy, do wo believe that 
anyone of the transcontinental iaiU 
•ways will find a terminus on Pugot 
Sound ? It is there that profound think- 
ers in tho East and iu tho West prefer 
to believe the seat of commerce for tho 
American Pacific will bo. Is there to 
be found in this community a man ho 
blind as not to see that the terminus 
of interoooanio railway communication 
and the consequent establishment of '.ho 
■•at of American commerce on Pugot 
Sound aro conditions synonymous with 
the extinction of American Viotoria as a 
commercial and maritime centre ? To 
British Victoria, with a froo port, or a 
liberal and enlightened commercial 
policy, theso conditions would provo 
beneficial rathor than hurtful. But lut 
na look at our position as an American 
town, apart liom this exceptional de- 
velopment on Pogot Sound. Why is it 
that, in spite our own Btupid commer- 
cial restrictions and American obstruc- 
tions and jealous antipathies, wo still 
attract no inconsiderable foreign trade '{ 
Simply and solely because Victoria is 
British, and English and French goods 
can bo introduced hero under a tarilf 
avoraging considerably lohs than boei 
balf of that which prevails in tho "Uni- 
ted States. Make Victoria A movioan; 
extend to it tho same tariff, tho sums 
t&xes and commercial conditions which 
provail on Puyot Sound, and what post 
siblo reason could exist for people com- 
ing from there to here I Nonu what- 
8ver< Even our own Mainland trado 
Wauld then find greater attractions (Jh 
Paget Sound than hero. But a trado, 
important now, would he capable ofindu-

conditions/ Under Confederation, with 
a free port, or evon with the Canadian 
tariff, this oily must forever be without 
a commercial rival North of San Fran- 
cisco; and it would ultimately evon 
ilisputo the palm with tho ' Bay City.' 
To give an idea of the difference be- 
tweon tho Canadian and American tariffs 
it may bo stated that (wo qnoto from a 
reliahlo Eastern authority) ? Tho Uni- 
ted States tariff averagos 48 per cent,, 
whilo that of tho Dominion averages but 
15 percent.' But there are other grounds 
upon which tho balanco of the con- 
sequonces of Annexation would be 
equally against us. As an important 
province of tho Dominion, this colony 
would be tho tolo representative of a 
groat and powerful Europoan nation, 
as woll as of tho youngor nation, on 
tho Paoific, commanding, as it does, a 
truly proud position as tho sole posses- 
sor of coal 8toro*, good fishing grounds, 
good harbors, and tho key of tho true 
Northwest PasBflgo. But deprive it, of 
its national identity and prestige, and 
it at oueo becomes ono of many small 
and struggling Amorioan communities 
on a coast lino extending from Sitka 
to Mexico, with ovory ono of which it 
will havo to elbow its way ia Washing- 
ton 'Lobbys ' and in a goneral commer- 
cial scramble. Aro our poople prepared 
for all this? Aro they willing to sell 
their birthright for so doubtful a hori- 
togo ? These aro only a fow crude 
thoughts whioh havo casually presonted 
themselves to tho miud of tho writer, 
and are stated more with a view of 
eliding discussion than with the hope 
of carrying conviction; and we should 
bo glad to seo some sober arguments 
adranoed by those who profess to thiuk 
that Annexation would prove benofi- 
eittl to British Columbia.
